The building of the new dam across 
Rock River in our city is prog ressing 
quite satisfactorily to the owners of 
the water power. 
Work on the 
south end of the dam i s being pushed 
under the manag ement of Messrs. 
Owen Nickerson and Jno. D. Sears of 
Rock Island, carpenter and concrete 
work formen respectively. 
The foundation of the race wall or 
bulk head is all iu. I t is made of con­ 
crete, eleven feet wide and varies in 
depth from a fbot to five feet accord­ 
ing to the rock foundation of the bed 
of the river a t th at point. 
The bulk 
head wall is eig ht feet wide and six­ 
teen feet hig h from the base, with 
seven feet square opening s for tbe 
water to flow throug h iuto the race. 
Gates may be placed on the upper side 
of the opening s to shut the water out 
of the mill race when it is uecessary. 
More than half of the bulk head wall, 
which is over 
2 0 0 feet long , is com­ 
pleted, and this morning the west end 
of the wall, on th at part of it which 
forms the abutm ent for the new dam, 
is being built and will be finished in a 
couple of days, so th at by next week 
work on the dam proper may be com- 
me ced. 
A force of men and several teams 
under Foreman M. O’Brien are at 
^ork cleaning the mud and rubbish 
out of the mill race in prepartaion to 
taking out the trestle work of the 
railroad th a t is no# in the center of 
the race. This will be removed and a 
concrete retaining wall will be built 
along the south side of the race upon 
which the switch track will be built. 
Oa the north end of the dam work 
is prog ressing under the manag ement 
of Messts. 13. C. Simpson of Sheffield, 
and Geo. Eekhart, Jr., carpenter and 
concrete foreman respectively. 
On 
account of the difference in the nature 
of the bottom of the river at this 
point, the foundation being g ravel, 
piles will be driven. The eng ine and 
pile-driver are already on the g round 
aud will soon be hammering tbe log s 
into 
the 
g ravel, on top of which 
will be built the concrete abutment» 
then the work of building the dam 
from the north end can also proceed. 
A force of a dozen Italians arrived a t 
noon today and will be put to work ih 
the morning . 
They will have their 
living quarters in the stone cooper 
shop. 
Tbe direct supervision of all the 
work is In the hands of Perry Cowles 
working 
under 
Captain 
Wheeler, 
who has the g eneral supervision of 
building the dam.

A so called q uart machine is large 
enough for small family req uirements; 
still, a three pint, or two q uart, ma­ 
chine is v ery useful, as a small q uanti­ 
ty may be made in it when desired 
with v ery little more ice than for the 
smaller size, while it Is sufficiently 
large for greater req uirements. 
In household manufacture it may 
be sometimes necessary to serv e ice 
cream in the usual small plain por­ 
tions, and it is seldom adv isable to at­ 
tempt ices molded in the form of 
fruits, flowers or large fancy pieces. 
There are. nev ertheless, many dainty 
little ways of rendering the serv ing of 
ices more attractiv e. Perhaps the sim­ 
plest of these are the pretty little paper 
cases now to be bought in such v a­ 
riety to harmonize with the table deco­ 
rations. 
A pink lotus flower, for instance, is 
v ery cool and dainty look ing for a 
summer repast, and especially pretty 
filled with raspberry ice cream and 
garnished with a berry. Another pret­ 
ty ease is a shell tilled with nut ice 
cream and garnished with a half nut. 
It is, of course, necessary to be ex­ 
peditious in filling the small inner 
cases which slip into the outer decora­ 
tiv e ones, and these should be arranged 
in complete readiness for serv ing with­ 
out delay.

Th e insigh t o f i 
th e co ufldent lo ver was no t so keen as 
th at o f th e watch ful fath er. 
It was believed by th e principal men 
o f Virginia th at Talh o t’a sympath ies 
were with th e revo lted co lo nies, h ut 
th e influence o f h ia mo th er, to wh o m 
tie h ad been accusto med to defer, h ad 
h ith erto pro ved sufficient to prevent 
h im fro m o penly declaring h imself. 
His visit to England and th e deligh t­ 
ful receptio n h e h ad met with th e
